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I doubt it! 



Since beginning mg work, I 
have been forced to make a 
face-to-face confrontation with 
the reality of pagan penetrat¬ 
ion of our society. There is 
little doubt that such penetra¬ 
tion did not begin yesterday, 
or even in 1875, when Madame 
Blavatsky formed the Theo- 
sophical Society in New York 
alongside Colonel Olcott and 
William Q. Judge, Esq. I have 
had many well-meaning Christ¬ 
ians tell me I should labor to 
rid the world of that "pagan 
observance," Christmas. I 
wonder if they would continue 
to have such xeal. if they knew 
the pagan world wished for this 
far more fervently than they? 


As long as a substantial 
portion of the world celebrates 
Christmas, albeit commercial¬ 
ized and trivialized, the know¬ 
ledge of Jesus Christ's mission 
to our troubled planet cannot 
be completely dismissed. 

World Instant 
of Cooperation 

History 

This issue is going out late and 
the December 31st World Instant of 
Cooperation is now history. Cable 
Network News reported that the 
event was participated in by millions. 
Certainly, the mass public 
participation anticipated by its 
organizers was not achieved. Some 
of this was undoubtedly due to the 
heroic efforts of such individuals 
such as those in Colorado, including 
Mrs. Samantha Smith, Mr. Tony Caputo, 
Mr. Kim Miller, Mrs. Jayne Schindler, 
and Mrs. Kathleen Hayes who all did a 
massive Job of awakening the 
Christian community, as well as the 
country at large to the aims of the 
event's organizers. 

Rather than the 40,000 projected 
to fill the McNichols arena in 
Denver,only 6,000 persons showed up. 
This pattern was repeated in other 
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■ajor dtin, such as the King Dome in 
the Seattle area and Houston's 
Astrodome. Kim Miller, in particular, 
was particularly effective at 
contacting businesses and religious 
organizations and persuading them to 
withdrew their support for the World 
Instant of Cooperation. 

Christian opposition may well have 
forced the organizers of the event to 
hold many of their "celebrations" 
underground. In Detroit, where the 
event was heralded with massive 
newspaper publicity, no central arena 
was used. Instead, nearly every New 
Age group in Detroit such as the Theo- 
sophical Society held separate 
observances and the same Unity Church 
where I heard Benjamin Creme speak on

to withdraw its official support of the 
event, as did the Archdioceses of 
Denver and Seattle and the Safeway 
Supermarket chain. 

Outside of the United States, the 
event met with less interference. In 
India, an estimated 190 million people 
went to ashrams and churches to 
commemorate it. The entire population 
of Sri Lanka, an estimated 15 million, 
reportedly participated. The 

organizers had projected from 59 
million to 599 million participants. It 
is clear that they achieved their 
minimum figure, but I doubt that they 
came close to the 599 million figure, or 
even their £59,999,999 later projected 
number. 

The World Instant of Cooperation re¬ 
portedly was inspired by the writings 


of John Randolph Price. Price has 
written three books to datei THE SUP¬ 
ERBEINGS! THE PLANETARY COMMISSION! 
and PRACTICAL SPIRITUALITY. Frankly, 
Price's books look "lightweightT even by 
New Age Movement standards. It was 
hard for me to initially accept the fact 
that the New Agars ware organizing 
their largest—ever event based on his 
writings. A French scientist, Jacques 
Vallee, writing from a secularist 
perspective about his concerns 
regarding UFO contactaas and cults in 
MESSENGERS OF DECEPTION (And/Or 
Press, Berkeley, CA, 1979) shed some 
light on the subject. What he says is 
confirmed for me personally by 
patterns I observed in the political 
world years agoi 

Look for the Irrational! 

".... the uay to a man r s belief is through 
confusion and absurdity. ... The 

absurdity of many UFO stories and of 
many religious visions is not a 
superficial logical mistake. It may be 
the Key to their function. ... The 
confusion in the UFO mystery may have 
been pot there deliberately to achieve 
certain results. One of these results 
has been to beep scientists auay. The 
other is to create the conditions for a 
nee fora of social controlw a change in 
Man w s perception of his place in the 
universe. ..." 

The apparent silliness of the literature 
kept sang of those sophisticated about the 
Hoveaent, even including ayself, fros 
seriously investigating the vast 
organizational efforts behind the World 
Instant of Cooperation. I an grateful to 
those uho did do the work of alarning the 
Christian world about this. The real 
danger, however, lies not in the fact that 
there was a "World Instant of Cooperation." 

It lies in the nental attitudes which have 
been instilled in its participants — an 
attitude that they did all they could do, and 
now a "cleansing action" aust take place. 
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Barbara Marx Hubbard Baji thia "cleansing 
action" will renove the one quarter of the 
world's population she terns "destructive" 
and another one quarter who pay no 
attention to spiritual natters as defined 
by the New Agers. The average New Ager 
went to neditate on Deceaber 31st to 
reaove this threat of a cleansing action. 
They were convinced they could change 
people's belief patterns by neditating in 
unison. Since they nade that effort and it 
failed* now* they now believe the cleansing 
action is Inevitable. Their belief about the 
necessity for a "World Instant of 
Cooperation" will sake then at best* 
passive on-lookers at the tiae of the 
so-called "cleansing action" and at worst* 
active participants in it. 

Organizers of "The World Instant of 
Cooperation" and its surrounding activities 
were based priaarily upon on the writings 
of John Randolph Price and larbara Marx 
Hubbard. Other aajor organizers were 
David Bershon who organized the tributary 
event* "First Earth Run" and the sane 
Joseph Boldin* referred to in ay last issue 
in the article on aelanin. Boldin* a Soviet 
citizen* conceived of a global New Year's 
Eve party to be held in downtown Moscow on 
Deceaber 31* 1986. It was held* and 
■arbara Marx Hubbard and pop psychologist 
Wayne Dyer were there alongside Joseph 
Boldin to celebrate the event in Arbatov 
Square in Moscow. 

John Randolph Price was* in his turn* 
obviously heavily influenced by the writings 
of Alice Ann Bailey* particularly her book* 
THE EXTERNALI8ATI0N OF THE HIERARCHY (New 
Yorki Lucis Publishing Coapany* 1957). 

There has been a great deal of 
disinforaation circulated within Christian 
circles regarding the New Age Moveaent. 
Soae of it nay be as a result of ignorance. 
Sone nay be deliberate. One of the 
frequent criticises leveled at ae was in 
the words of another Christian writer on 
the New Age Moveaent* Doug Broothuis* who 
wrote that ay first book* THE HIDDEN 
DANBERS OF THE RAINIOH* "suffers fron, 
first* an overeaphasis on the role Alice 
Bailey's teachings play in the New Age ..." 


Those seriously studying the World 
Instant of Cooperation and John Randolph 
Price's foundational book* THE PLANETARY 
COMMISSION* aust eventually coae to grips 
with the paranount role that Alice iailey’s 
writings do play in the New Age Moveaent. 
Price's frequent references to "World 
Servers" and "The Plan*" "The Divine Plan" 
and "externalization of the Hierarchy of 
Spiritual Masters" give hia away. 

Another underpinning of this "World 
Peace Event" was a ayth ganerated by New 
Agera Lyall Watson and Ken Keyes — this 
is the ayth of the "hundredth aonkey" or 
the creation of "aorphogenetic fields." 
Basically the story goes that scientists 
went to South Sea Islands to see if they 
couldn't train aonkeys to wash coconuts. 
They succeeded in teaching a few to do so* 
and it was to be expected in a "aonkey—see* 
aonkey-do” atsosphere. But* their ayth 
continues* that after they had trained the 
lOOth aonkey* they decided to go to another 
island and attenpt to replicate the 
experiaent. When they reached the 
neighboring island* their story goes* the 
aonkeys were already washing the sand off 
their coconuts. They had reached "critical 
Bass'" with the hundredth aonkey* and now 
washing coconuts was a built-in instinct 
for nonkeys. "As above* so below" the New 
Agers believe. So* since it worked for 
aonkeys* it could work for people. The 
story was a ayth* but since the New Agers 
believe that you create your own reality* it 
was just as real as if it were real. 
Besides* since all is illusion (to New 
Agers)* it doesn't natter whether the story 
is true or not. After all* one illusion is 
just as good as another ! 

This was the largest single organized 
New Age event since I have been aonitoring 
the New Age Moveaent. Anywhere fros 50 
Billion to 500 Billion were expected to 
participate. Christian opposition nay well 
have forced nuch of the event underground* 
shifting participating fros stadiuss to 
private events* such as that held by the 
Theosophical Society here in the 
netropolitan Detroit area. Outside of the 
United States* the event was nessive. The 
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entire population of Sri Lanka (15 Billion) 
reportedly participated. This is 

frightening* because it iaplies soae sort 
of aandatory attendance. In India* it was 
reported that aore than 190 Billion 
attended observances of the event in the 
country’s various ashraas and churches. 

Right here in the City of Detroit* the 
New Age bookstore where I have bought aany 
of ay reference aaterials* The Mayflower* 
served as one of three aajor coordination 
points for the event* along with the Detroit 
Unity Teaple that brought Benjaain Creae to 
town in 1981. Robert Thibodeau* the owner* 
is the personal astrologer of autoaobile 
aagnate Henry Ford III and Max Fisher. 


What happens afterwards? 

Now the New Agars are planning 
followup aonthly events to reinforce the 
consciousness instilled in the planning and 
execution of the N Horld Instant of 
Cooperation. 11 

The Gaia hypothesis. 

The New Agers believe that the earth 
itself is a living entity and as such a god 
or goddess, specifically. 6aia. the Greek 
goddess of the earth. They teach that if we 
do not pay proper hoaage to the earth, the 
earth will reject us and "cleanse" us froa 
her aidst. This is directly contrary to the 
aessage of Revelation 14i6-7i 

"And / sjv another angel fly in the aidst 
of heaven* having the everlasting gospel 
to preach unto thee that duell on the 
earth* and to every nation* and Kindred* 
and tongue* and people. Saying uith a 
loud voice* Fear Bod and give glory to 
him: for the hour of his Judgment is 

come: and worship him that made 

heaven* and earth* and the sea* and the 
fountains of wafers" 

If the event was not as successful as 
they had hoped, and it was not.then the New 
Agers believe the earth will have to 
undergo a "cleansing action." According to 


one of the event’s organizers. Barbara 
Marx Hubbard, a quarter of the earth’s 
population are "destructive." These ara 

the people who actively resist the New Age 
teachings. If the Horld Instant of 

Cooperation is not successful, these peopla 
aust be violently externinated — "no 
longer will they be allowed to die a natural 
death." 

Another quarter of the world’s 

population. Barbara Narx Hubbard says in 
effect, are "useless eaters." They too 

possibly aust go! 

Hhile I was doing this newsletter* a 
banner headline in the Detroit Free Press 
(Deceaber 17. 1986) read "Lighting the way 
toward a planet of PEACE. The subheading 
reads "Worldwide hour of aeditation will be 
Dec. 31." The word "PEACE" is in the 
largest headline banner print I have seen 
since the Challenger crash. I have seen 
siailar coverage froa aany other cities, 
including ay hose town of Fort Hayne. 
Indiana. Writing for THE DETROIT FREE PRESS. 
Eric Kinkopf reportedi 

"For this one* you don T t have to 
donate money* stand in line or smile 
while holding hands with the 
claaay-pawed stranger standing next to 
you. "At the most* you may want to light 
a candle. But* put simply* this is a 
thought process* one giant thinM-in. 
Brain power. Do it with friends; do it in 
your favorite chain do it while you drive 
to worB. Do it with the 249*999*999 
other people expected to talte part in 
this experiment in metaphysics. "All you 
have to do to participate is to 
concentrate* for one specific hour — 7 
a.a. to 8 a.m. Detroit time on Dec. J1 — 
on thoughts of peace and global 
harmony" 

Kinkopf said the event’s origins lie in 
John Randolph Price’s book. THE PLANETARY 
COMMISSION. They also lay in Barbara Marx 
Hubbard’s. THE BOOK OF CO-CREATIONi THE 
BOOK OF REVELATION. Barbara says that 
either her spirit guides, or a "higher part" 
of her own consciousness told her that if 
this event were not successful, froa one 
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fourth to ono half of the world's population 
would have to be physically elininated. 

Barbara Marx Hubbard is an heiress to 
the Harx Toys fortune. She describes 
herself as a foraer Jewish agnostic who 
becaae converted to Episcopalian and 
Christian aysticisa. Her life-changing 
aystical experience* according to her* 
transpired while she was attending a 
retreat at a Californian Episcopalian 
seainary. She was extreaely closely allied 
to Buckainster Fuller* the faned New Age 
thinker and architect. Buckainster Fuller* 
a nephew of Transcendentalist Margaret 
Fuller* dedicated one of his last books to 
Hubbard and Marilyn Ferguson. 

Preceding Events 

The Morld Instant of Cooperation 
topped a gear long concentration bs New 
Agars on "oneness." The United Nations 
declared 1986 to be a "United Nations 
International Year of Peace." There is 
also a New Age belief that "crisis equals 
opportunitg." The "crisis" theg point to 
includes the usual litang of the aras race, 
disparities in econoaic conditions between 
countries, araed confrontations, etc. But 
this crisis, Lucis Trust declares, is 
leading to fantastic opportunitgi 

"For ve ire living in a timer of unigum 
opportunity* or time uhon a groat 
auaXening to tha higher spiritual values 
is tailing place. He are vaMing up to our 
essential unity and to the pouer of 
goodwill as the *saving force ’ in our 
uorld at crisis" 

Lucis Trust declared that events of 
1986 that reflected this "new 
consciousness" include Morld Invocation 
Dag, the Sport Aid ’Race Against Tine,’ and 
’Hands Across Aaerica.* Theg also speak of 
another large New Age initiative, "the 
Million Minutes of Peace appeal." Both the 
Race Against Tine and the Million Minutes 
projects concluded with United Nations 
cerenonies. According to Lucis Trust, a 
spectacular celebration" was held at the 
Cathedral Church of St. John the Divine on 
October 24th and the United Nations 


cerenong took place on United Notions Dag, 
October 24, 19B6. 

One of the wags Lucis lYust supported the 
Morld Instant of Cooperation was bg sending 
a nailing to its list. Theg said in their 
letter that "presentlg 42 countries 
worldwide are supporting this effort." Theg 
also clained that no fewer than 18 African 
countries were supporting the event and 
"the entire population of Sri Lanka - IS 
Billion people — will be participating." 
Theg said that India alone "expects to have 
108 Billion people filling the churches, 
squares and ashrana for the naditation." 
Theg happilg added, "there are sinilar 
reports fron around the world.” 

Lucis Trust advised those who wished to 
participate to contact The Buartus 
Foundation for Spiritual Research, Inc. 
Located in Austin, Texas, this is the 
organization of John Randolph Price, whose 
book, THE PLANETARY COMMISSION, helped 
"inspire" the Morld Instant of Cooperation. 
According to Price, the event was 
necessarg to help the planet avoid an 
inevitable "cleansing action." 


New Age Festivals 

An unusual Nan Aga attack on 
Christmas appeared in THE ICONOCLAST. 

It was subsequently reprinted in tha 
newsletter of the Identity — Patriot — 
Constitutionalist Movement Network for 
Citizen Enlightenment. THE ICONOCLAST 
is the official, organ of Roy Masters 
who serves as its editor-in-chief. 
Supposedly, the article, "Christmas 
from A to Z" expressed concerns over 
the pagan origins and symbolism of 
Christmas. But in the case of this 
article, there was a not—so— hidden 
agenda. Does Roy Masters want to help 
us avoid paganism? Or don he want us 
to avoid this annual reminder of 
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Jesus? 

Roy Master's has said, "there is no 
difference between me and Jesus 
Christ." He was quoted to this effect in 
the GRANTS PASS COURIER. He told THE 
OREGONIAN "I can do no wrong." He 
openly teaches reincarnation and the 
divinity of man. 

Besides his ICONOCLAST magazine, 
Roy Masters runs his own New Age 
group. The Foundation of Human 
Understanding. This is typical of 
another Alice Bailey articulated 
teaching! stepping down the teachings 
for the masses. The occult goal is to 
end the observance of Christmas and 
Good Friday. Here, the strategy has 
been to "step this teaching down" to 
the simpler masses by making the 
masses believe the observance of 
Christmas is pagan, when in actuality it 
is pagan forces which seek to eliminate 
the celebration. 

There is an extraordinary 
handbook to New Age intentions 
"floating about." It is entitled "SIGNS 
□F CHRIST! 1 Compiled by Harold Balyoz, 
its sources consist of the Lucis Trust 
published books of Alice Bailey; the 
Agni Yoga books (Nicholas and Helen 
Roerich, former Vice-President 
Wallace's guru); and H. Saraydarian of 
the Aquarian Educational Group. In 
regards to the abolition of Christmas, 
Balyoz, using these sources, has 
written: 

"There is a point which I would iiKw to 
matte; it lies in the realm of religion and 
concerns the significance of Christmas. 
From the very night of time, as well you 
know,t he period wherein the sun moves 
northward again has been regarded as a 
festival season / for thousands of years 
it has been associated with the coming 


of the Sun—Bod to save the world, to 
bring light and fruitfulness to the Earth 
and through the word of the Son of Bod 
to bring hope to humanity. The Christmas 
season is regarded by those who do not 
Know any better as uniquely the Festival 
of the Christ, and this the Christian 
churches have emphasised and to this 
all churchmen testify. This is both true 
and false. The Founder of the Christian 
Church — Bod in the flesh — availed 
Himself of this period and came to us in 
the dark of the year and initiated a 
new era in which LI6HT was to be the 
distinguishing note. ... Today » education 
whose objective is to lead alt men on to 
a 'lighted way,' is the keynote of our 
civilisation and is a major preoccupation 
in alt countries. ... Down through the 
ages, Christmas Day has been recognised 
and kept as a season of new beginnings, 
of better human contacts and of happier 
relations among families and communities. 

Yet just as the churches have 
descended into a profoundly 
materialistic presentation of 

Christianity, as the simple Christmas Day 
which would have pleased the heart of 
Christ has degenerated into an orgy of 
spending, of acquiring good things, and 
is regarded as a period which is 'good 
for trade.' HE HEED, THEREFORE, TO 
REMEMBER THAT HHEH AMY PHASE OF LIFE 
-INSPIRED RELIGION IS INTERPRETED 
ENTIRELY MATERIALLY, HHEH AMY 

CIVILISATION AMD CULTURE LOSES ITS 
SENSE OF SPIRITUAL VALUES AMD RESPONDS 
MAINLY TO THE MATERIAL VALUES, HHEH IT 
HAS SERVED ITS USEFULNESS and MUST 
PASS AHAY, and this in the interests of 
life itself and progress. ... The message 
of the birth of Christ rings ever new but 
is not today understood. THE EMPHASIS 
DURIH6 THE AQUARIAN ABE, THE ABE INTO 
HHICH HE ARE FAST ENTERINB, HILL SHIFT 
AHAY FROM BETHLEHEM TO JERUSALEM, AND 
FROM THE INFANT SAVIOUR TO THE RISEN 
CHRIST. Pisces has seen ... the spreading 
lightt Aquarius will see the Rising Light, 
and of both of these the Christ is the 
eternal symbol. ... THE ANCIENT STORY OF 
THE BIRTH HILL BECOME UNIVERSALISED AND 
BE SEEN AS THE STORY OF EVERY DISCIPLE 
AND INITIATE HHO TAKES THE FIRST 
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INITIATION AND IN HIS TINE AND PLACE 
BECOMES A SERVER AND A LI6NTBEARER"

SAIHTSw FOR AH IMCREDIBLE BEAUTY SHIHES 
OUT FROM THOSE MHO ARE TRULY IH THE 
AQUARIAH A6E , A BEAUTY TO MHICH ME 
REMAIH BLIHD OHLY IF ME ARE 
IRREVOCABLY COMMITTED TO THE TRAVESTIES 
OF THE PISCEAH A6E."(emphasis added) 

Me will reprint Mullins* entire speech 
in our next issue* along with a 
point-bg-point refutation of it. In the 
aeantiae. the second-to-last page of this 
issue contains a portion of a flow chart on 
Theosophy I an completing* showing its aany 
tentacles.

Ezra Pound was* 
according to Eustace Mullins* Eustace 
Mullins* aentor.

HOHEVER, 
it is not true that we only disagreed on

Combining biometrics mith microchip cards 
transforms identification from the art it 
is nom to the science it must become ."

Erhard sags triumphantlg, 9 He creates the 
possibilitg of finding new approaches to 
his work in three weeks. 9 And so East 
meets est. The Kremlin thinks that Mr. 
Erhard w s brand of instant self-help 
could motivate the sluggish Soviet 
bureaucracg? 

Werner Erhard trained 69 Soviet 
■anagers as a part of a three year 
contract with the Soviet government. 
Soviet officials will* simultaneously* be 
studying Erhard's methods in the United 
States* so that they can later impart them 
to Soviet workers. The Hall Street Journal 
reports that Herner is enjoying successes 
in the United States as well: 

"..he has started Transformational 
Technologies to franchise his ideas to 


management consultants. Theg, in turn, 
sell them to organizations such as 
General Electric Co. and the National 
Aeronatuics an Space Administration" 
(NASA). 

The same article reported that Erhard 
said he was also lecturing in China, 
Israel, and several Latin American 
countries.

Cincinnati 

I recently did a one-hour interview 
with Jan Michaelsen of HCKY, Cincinnati. 
Jan's morning talk show is axtremaly 
popular* and Jan enjoys some of the 
highest ratings in the Cincinnati radio 
market.

BEHIND WORLD REVOLUTION 
The Strange Career of Nesta 
Webstar 

I have long been impressed with the 
scholarly research of Richard Bilaan. This 
is Richard A. Bilaan* the Ann Arbor* 
Michigan scholar and author* not be to be 
confused with the NEH YORK TIMES literary 
reviewer Richard Bilaan. Richard A. Bilaan 
and aysalf are now collaborating on a 
forthcoaing book* THE EZRA POUND 
CONNECTION. In the aeentiae* Richard is the 
author of a vital book I aentioned in 
passing in A PLANNED DECEPTION, that I feel 
is crucial to undarstanding how the occult 
has built bridges to both the left and right 
as they work to develop their "radical 
center." 

Nesta Hebster*s works have long been 
well-regarded aeong those studying the 
progression of occult conspiracies. In 
fact* for nearly half a century, the ideas 
expressed in her political writings have 
played a crucial — if not doainant — role 
in the shaping of occult-oriented 


far-right-wing conspiracy theories in the 
English speaking world. However* that did 
not stop far-left- oriented New Agers* 
such as H. B. Hells froa endorsing her 
works. His endorsenent appears on the 
back cover of one of her aost faaous books! 

Vet* few of those studying her know that 
she did not coae froa a Christian 
perspective* or even a value-free one. 

Nesta Hebster herself was an occultist, 
or aore properly* an esotericist. The 
portrait of Nesta Hebster presented in 
tEHIND HORLD REVOLUTION — The Strange 
Career of Nesta H. Hebster* Vol. 1 
(softcover* $7.93) by Richard Bilaan 
reveals a highly intelligent* aristocratic 
Englishwoaan obsessed with the idea that 
she is the reincarnation of an 18th 
century French countess who lived at the 
court of Marie Antoinette and whose faaily 
suffered grievously during the French 
Revolution. Her pseudo-historical writings* 
including THE FRENCH REVOLUTION (1919). 
HORLD REVOLUTION (1921) and SECRET 
SOCIETIES AND SUBVERSIVE MOVEMENTS (1924) 
appear to have been an effort to avenge 
the suffering of her 18th century alter 
ego* the Coatesse de Sabran. Published 
during the decade iaaediately following the 
Bolshevik: Revolution* these works espouse 
the theory that the Bolshevik Revolution* 
like the French Revolution and other aajor 
political upheavals of the 19th and 2<ith 
centuries* were priaarily the work of a 
network of "secret societies and 
subversive novenents" descended froa ao 
late 18th century revolutionary secret 
society known as the "Bavarian Illuainati." 
6ilaan believes* as I do* that there is soae 
truth in this* but that people themselves 
possessed of an occult world view fail to 
see the entire picture. Thus Satanic 
forces can allow a "whipping boy" to be 
aade of a single facet of the aoveaent* 
while others in the Moveaent can* 
consequently* continue to work towards the 
full iapleaentation of "The Plan" uniapeded 
by critical public scrutiny. 

During the period of the post Horld 
Har Coaaunist investigations* Nesta 
Hebster’s conspiracy theories gained wide 
acceptance aaong her conteaporaries in 
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Britain and America. Such prestigious 
London newspapers as the MORNING POST and 
THE SPECTATOR enthusiastically reviewed 
Mrs. Hebster's early books. In America* 
favorable critiques were forthcoaing froa 
the Chicago Tribune and the Boston Evening 
Transcript. Even Hinston Churchill endorsed 
the basic eleaents of her conspiracy 
theory of history in an article appearing in 
London's Illustrated Daily Herald in 
February of 1920. Leftist occultist H. 6. 
Hells* the author of THE OPEN CONSPlRACYi 
BLUEPRINTS FOR A HORLD REVOLUTION 
endorsed her SECRET SOCIETIES AND 
SUBVERSIVE MOVEMENTS! 

Nesta Hebster staunchly pursued both 
her conspiracy and occult beliefs to the 
end of her life. She produced ten books 
and dozens of articles. Her works were 
revived during the late 1960's by John Birch 
Society aeabers. Another aore oainous 
sounding group picked thea up and played a 
role in their revival as welli 6reat 
Britain's neo-Nazi "National Front." 

One would have thought that there would 
be aany serious appraisals of an author 
with the iapact of Nesta Hebster. Instead* 
there has been reaarkable silence* with 
the exception of Richard 6ilaan's work 
which is the first book length study of 
either Mrs. Hebster or her writings ever 
published. 6ilaan tells ae he believes this 
is due to the acadeaic coaaunity's cavalier 
disaissal of right-wing conspiracy 
theorists as "paranoids" suffering froa 
"delusion" or "obsession." It is also due* 
he says* to the unwillingness of right-wing 
conspiracy theory devotees to subject 
their theories and the people who produce 
thea to critical evaluation. This does a 
disservice to both sides — all* including 
acadeaics* need to know what is actually 
happening. Affected groups* too* always 
need to be aware of the possibility of 
disinforaation coning froa those who have 
given theaselves over to the saae occult 
forces they purport to oppose. This is 
clearly the case with Nesta Hebster* who did 
little to conceal her own esotericisa. 

Aaong the surprises in 6ilaan's first 
voluae are Hinston Churchill v s endorsement 


of Nesta Hebster's early conspiracy theory 
writings* Hebster's membership in Great 
Britain's first fascist movement* her 
authorship of a pseudonymous occult novel 
entitled THE SECRET OF THE ZODIAC* the 
theft of the manuscript froa the second 
half of Hebster's autobiography froa the 
offices of the intended publisher and* of 
course* her occult beliefs* including that 
she was the reincarnation of a French 
Revolution era French countess and the 
radical transformation in Nesta Hebster's 
life followed her adoption of this belief. 

Always meticulous* 6ilaan includes a 
chronology of important events in Nesta 
Hebster's life and literary career* 
reproductions of reviews of her major 
books by her contemporaries* and a 
complete bibliography of all her writings. 

6ilman is completing a sequel (Voluae 
II) to BEHIND HORLD HORLD REVOLUTION. He 
says that he will analyze both the truths 
and falsehoods of Nesta Hebster's books in 
terms that "...will be meaningful to aany of 
the aore rational converts and potential 
converts to her theories."
